THE SITUATION.

‘Wouth of Antietam creck to Bakersyifle. He will 
return to \Washington this morning. 

Tho position of cur army remains tho game a at 
last accounts. No forward movements have been 
tade. The rebels are sald by some rofagees to 
be transporting all the negroes into Michmand, 
‘and impressing the white population and sending 
them towards Winchester. 

Ramors of a general egagement going on in the 
Violnity of Louisville were current thore yoster- 
day, a8 boavy Gring was heard near Mount Wesh- 
Angton, where Crittonden's army had drawn up in 
Une of battle, while General Rousseau commenced 
to surround the enemy. General Bragg has 
immed a proclamation threatening to en. 
force the conscription ‘oct ia all parts of 
Kentacky andor rebel control. The rebels also 
Ghreaten to burn the towns of Frankfort and Lex- 
fogton if they ore compelfed to evacuate those 
Places. The van of General Boell’'s wagon train 
fons thousand clght hundred wagons hae jost 
reached Louisville, It oxtends twenty-two nzlea, 
the rear resting on Salt river.

dred dollars, This year it will assuredly lose 
still more, and the: taxes will settle it com- 
pletely. Porsisting in being a journalist, in 
spite of the warning conveyed through such 
losses, Grecley long ago began to try to support 
himself and the ‘Zriyne by discreditable and 
voprofessional enterprises. Ie entered the 
lobby and dirtied his fingers with the Matteson 
$1,000 draft, He took charge of the Irish Re- 
lief Fund, which bas never bean accounted for 
since it was foolishly entrusted to his cuardian- 
ship. He begged for office, that he might fill bis 
pockets from the public treasury. He oxhibited 
Wlecding Kansas nga showman does 6 puppet, 
to deaw pennies . All these means failing, and 
the Zyibune failing also, he conchided to go 
farther, and, we are sorry to say, he fared worse. 
With our custowary liberality, we bad given 
poor Grecley our advice through there trying 
times, and had repeatedly offered: him our old 
clothes to replace bis shabby apparel, and our 
cold victuals to eke out bis vegetarian diet of 
vinegar and wal Now we were called upon 
an consented to advertise at balf price bis 
grand scheme of a lottery for gold pens and 
the Tribune, silver pencil eases and the Tritin 
api slate pencils and the Tribune. This lottery 
proved a blank, and poor Greeley next engaved 
in the gun contract busines, through Snow and 
Almy, of the Tribune Association; but the con- 
tract, like the gums, would uot go off well, and 
was, we believe, rather a loss to the concern 
d the goverament. Then our services were 
in demanded to advertise gratuitously a 
new lottery for strawberry plants and the 
Tribune; but the strawberry season was over, 

and after a month's trial Grecley eemplained 
that he bad not sold a singlo ticket; for be 
wrote in the Tribune, “If any one sends us an 
order for the strawberries he <bol) be number 
one on the list, and 60.0u;" this clearly sbow- 
ing that no one had yet subscribed. Nov, as 
imosi his last chance, and not yet conyjaced 
that nature never intended bim for an editor, 
poor Greeley ts trying to support the Tribune 
by starting an opposition to Harper & Broth- 
cre. He is about to publich Victor Hugo's 
novel, Les Miserables,"*and will organizea new 
lottery with “Les Miserables” and the Trilnne, 
instead of gold pens or stravberriea and the 
Trihuae. The novel is a good one, and we hope 
Greeley will succeed. “Les Miserables,” or the 
wretebed people, isa title remarkably appro- 
priate to the members of the ‘Tribune Assocla- 
tion. Besides this, one of the leading charac™ 
tera in the novel is Parisian gamin 
named Gavroche, who is evidently s fac simils 

of Greoley himself. The asobition of Gav- 
roche, according to Victor Hugo, was to upset 
the government and get his breeches mended. 
Con anything dezcribe poor Greeley better ? 
Can any ove who knows bis personal vanity 
wonder that he undertakes the publication of a 
novel in which he is so sccurately portrayed ? 
Again we hope that he will succoed in this new:
